NEW YOBK, April 1.—The body of a 


negro woman, strangled to death and 
with both leg's cut off »t the knees, 
and a large gash at the right hip, was 
found at 6 o'clock yesterday in front of 
67 Sixth avenue. 


Around the neck was a piece of pink 


gauze or cheese cloth, about five feet 
long, which was twisted to serve as a 
rope. This was knotted once over the 
windpipe and drawn so tightly that 
the skin was broken and a few drops 
of blood oozed out. The tongue was 
protruding, and it was evident that 
death was caused by strangulation. 


At the outer side of the right hip 


and extending to the lower part of the 
abdomen was a large and jugged gash. 
The skin was drawn away from the 
borders of the wound and the severed 
muscles stuck out as though cut in a 
rough manner. An examination of 
the legs showed that they had been 
cut off just below the knees. In both 
cases the knee cap remained on the 
trunk. 
There was no mutilation as in the 


case oJ the victims of "Jack the Kip- 
per" 
in London. Bloody serum oozed 


from the mouth of the dead woman. 
The arms lay across the breast, the 
right hand crossed over the left and 
tied with what appeared to be a sec- 
tion of ordinary clothesline. A slip- 
noose \v:is made over the left wrist, 
then passed around the right wrist. 
The rope was then passed around the 
body once, pinioning the arms closely 
to the chest, the end being secured in 
a double knot. 


On the body was a tightly-fitting 


chemise, the lower part of which was 
saturated with blood, where it had 
come in contact with the severed 
limbs. 
The other garment on the 


body was a cheap black cloth shirt. 


There was nothing to indicate the 


identity of the dead woman. She was 
apparently about 28 or 30 years old, 
about 5 feet 4 inches high; was of 
physical development, and probably 
weighed 120 pounds. 


The murder, the police reason, was 


done in a house. The 
absence of 


blood at the spot where the body was 
found; the fact that the clothes about 
the body were not more bloody, go to 
show that the killing was done at 
some other place. The object of cut-, 
ting off the legs, the police believe, 
was to place the body in a trunk, box 
or other small space, for the purpose 
of carrying it away from the scene of 
the crime. 
Capt. Delaney is bending all_ his 


energies to learn who the woman is.

A STRIKING SUGGESTION. 


AnAmerirun Consul Kocommondo the Ship- 


ping of Horaos to Germany for Food. 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—One of the 


most striking novelties in recent con- 
sular reports received at the state de- 
partment is the deliberate 
recom- 


mendation of a United States consul 
that American packers should turn 
their attention to shipping horseflesh 
to Germany. 
"In view of the prohibition of Ger- 


man markets to American cattle, there 
is another direction toward which 
American packers may well turn their 
attention. 
That is the preparation 


and sale of horse meat." 


This is the opening1 paragraph of a 


report just received from Consul Ed- 
ward W. S. Tingle, at Brunswick, Ger- 
many. Mr. Tingle adds: 


"While exact statistics as to the con- 


sumption of horse meat are difficult to 
obtain, it seems it is almost as great as 
that of beef or mutton in the large 
cities of Germany. In smaller cities, 
where there is some prejudice against 
horse meats, the consumption is about 
one-third that of beef, but in these 
places the use of horse meat is grow- 
ing daily. Its consumers are exclu- 
sively of the poorer classes, but they 
comprise nine-tenths of the consumers 
of the country. 


"Beef and other first class meats 


cost from fifteen tc» twenty-five cents, 
per pound in Germany, and are out of 
the reach of the average workman, 
who receive seventy-five cents or a 
dollar a day. 
"The demand for horse meat has 


grown to such an extent that it is be- 
ginning to be difficult to supply it, 
and this is where the opportunity for 
the American packer comes in, accord- 
ing to Mr. Tingle. 
""With the astonishingly rapid disuse 
of horses in America," says Consul 
Tingle, "their raising, especially in 
the west, is far from being the profita- 
ble business it was. If the ranchmen, 
however, can make the raising of 
horses for food profitable why shonld 
he not do it. The subject is of two- 
fold interest to the American packer 
whose beef and beef products are now 
excluded from the German market, 
and to the horse raiser whose invested 
capital brings him in rery unsatisfac- 
tory returns,"

A. C. Uesing was born in the prov- 


ince of Oldenburg on January 0, 1823, 
and came to America in 1840. At Cin- 
cinnati he married Louisa Lamprey, 
and in 1S54 the couple came to Illinois. 
He was actively engaged in politics for 
many years, and served as assistant 
sheriff of Cook county. His wife died 
ten years a,go and his only son, the 
postmaster, is vice-president and editor 
of the Illinois Staats Zeitung.

Which, if Successful, are Expected t 


Transform Them Into Beings of a 


Fair Amount of Intelligence— 


Both Doing WeU. 


NEW YOKE, April 1.—Two most Inter- 


esting operations were performed by 
Dr. S. B. Rowell, at the New York Post 
Graduate hospital last Tuesday. If 
they prove to be successful, as there is 
every reason at present to believe will 
be the ease, two children may be trans- 
formed from idiots into beings possess- 
ing a fair amount of intelligence. 


At a meeting of the county medical 


society last Monday night Dr. Powell 
read a paper describing operations on 
the cranium for the purpose of aiding 
in the development of the brain. 
The operation, in brief, consists of 
taking out a piece of the skull bone 
from the top of the head, thus afford- 
ing the cramped brain an opportunity 
to grow and develop in cases where its 
growth has been obstructed in infancy 
by the premature closing of the fon- 
telles, as certain small bones in the 
heads of children are termed. 


A large number of surgeons wit- 


nessed the operation. The two cliil- 
cuildren were each 3 years old and had 
been idiots since birth. The head of 
the child selected for the first opera- 
tion having been shaved, it was put 
under the influence of ether. A strip 
of muslin was bound around its head 
to prevent loss of blood. Dr. Powell 
then made a long cut down the center 
of the head, beginning at the forehead 
and ending in the crown. The scalp 
was then laid back, and four trsphine 
openings were made in tbe skull. A 
broad strip of silver was then thrust 
gently into one of the openings anc 
worked along between the brain anc 
the skull until it protruded from the 
next hole, thus forming a shield be- 
tween the brain and the skull, obvia 
tinp danger of accident if the saw 
should slip. 


A minute circular saw, operated by 


electricity, was then brought into use 
A cut was made from one trephinee 
hole to the other, and a second one 
then made about one-eighth of an 
inch from 
the 
first. 
The 
inter 


vening piece of bone was then re- 
moved, leaving the brain exposed 
Two more cuts were made between the 
other two trephined holes, the bon< 
removed, the silver strips withdrawn 
the flaps of scalp drawn back and 
stitched and the requisite bandages 
applied. 


The 
operation lasted twenty-five 


minutes. 


The second operation was performed 


in a similar manner. Both children 
are doing well. The ultimate results 
of the operation will be watched with 
much interest.

LosDOX, April 1. — A Tokio dispatch 


to the Central News says that at the 
first conference with the Japanese 
plenipotentiaries 
Li 
Hung Chang 


asked that an armistice be established. 
The Japanese in reply to this proposi- 
tion stated that an armistice would ha 
granted on the following conditions: 


The occupation by Japanese troops 


ot Shan Hakwan, Taku and Tien- 
tsin, and Japanese control of the 


• Shan Hakwau & Tien-Tsin railway; 


also, that the forts, arms and ammu- 
nition at the places mentioned be 
g iven into the possession of the Jap- 
anese and that war contributions nec- 
essary for such occupation be paid by 
China. 


Li Hung Chang asked for more mod- 


erate conditions, but upon meeting 
T/ith a refusal he proposed to continue 
the negotiations without a suspension 
of hostilities. 


Matters had progressed thus far at 


the third conference when the assault 
Tipon the Chinese viceroy occurred. In 
Tiew of this untoward event the em- 
j^eror of Japan ordered the plenipo- 
tentiaries to consent to a temporary 
erinistice, waiving all the above con- 
ditions. The principal points agreed 
vpon are as follows: 


The locality of the enforcement of 


the 
armistice 
comprises Fengtien, 


Chihli and Shangtung. The opposing 
armies are to maintain the positions 
hitherto occupied, and are not to ad- 
vance beyond them. 
Neither govern- 


ment is precluded from making any 
new distribution and arrangement of 
troops not intended to augment the 
crmies actually in the field, but at sea 
transports conveying troops or mate- 
rial contraband of war are subject to 
capture.

BERLIN, April 1.—Responsible news 


papers venture few remarks on the re- 
port that the emperor went so far a 
week ago as to sign a decree dissolving 
the reichstac. The Frankfurter Zei- 
tunp said on Thursday that the em- 
peror decided fully alter the anti-Bis- 
marck vote to order a new election, 
but was unable to get the necessary 
support from the federal council. Not 
only the envoys of other governments 
but even the majority of the Prussian 
ministers were opposed to a dissolu- 
tion. 
The German press haa been equally 


reticent as to the emperor's impulsive 
talk at the military dinner in Fried- 
richsruhe. There have been numerous 
denials that he spoke directly of a dis- 
solution and the summoning of Gen. 
Count Waldersee to tha chancellery. 
They all eome, however, from the 
same sources as the familiar correc- 
tions 
of the emperor's indiscreet 


speeches. 


The report of the emperor's indis 


creet remarks at Bismarck's table was 
telegraphed 
from JYiedriohsruhe to 


the leading Berlin journals a few 
hours after he uttered them. It was 
held back to await the official con- 
firmation, 
which, of course, never 


came. Nobody in the political cur- 
rent, however, has the slightest doubt 
that had not the high officials and fed 
eral envoys joined in squelching- the 
emperor's fiery resolves and utter 
ences, the country would now be in 
the heat of an election campaign anc 
cabinet crisis. 


The Berlin newspapers are accus 


tomed to observing great reticence in 
any government crisis and rarely dare 
mention the facts obtained from th 
innermost political circles. The truth 
often 
percolates 
through 
foreign 


journals in London, Vienna or Brus 
eels, and then is commented on here 
In the present instance the Indepeud 
ence Beige is doing this service to the 
Berlin press.

i The correspondents who were 
Frieclrlehsruhe last Tuesday agre

Next to Bismarc 
and the emperor he was most fre 
quently mentioned and was most gen 
erally courted. He held an improvised 
circle just outside the castle gate and 
chatted freely and enthusiastically 
concerning the events of the day. and 
the developments likely to come in the 
near future. It was significant that 
he laid aside his favorite role of the 
•imple soldier, uninitiated In politics, 
and touched without restraint upon 
the chief features of the political situ-

The majority of the ministers

Several cler- 
cal newspapers assert that the big 
andowners have used pressure to ob- 
tain subscriptions for birthday pres- 
ents. The members of tha Silesian 
farmers' league are said to constrain 
the workingmen and tradesmen with 
whom they deal. The administrators 
of tha public domain, the official di- 
rectors and inspectors—in short, the 
chiefs of the bureaucrat world gen- 
erally, are charged by the clericals 
with conducting house-to-house collec- 
tions and blacklisting the men who re- 
fuse to pay.

A similar system is understood to be 


used by employers throughout large 
industrial districts. Theso levies on 
salaries and wages, say the clericals, 
are known as "Otto's Dimes." The 
Bismarck agitation has become so ex- 
tensive, according to the ultramontane 
editors, that heavy drafts must be 
made on the secret funds in Berlin to 
keep it up.

TUCKER GOT ONE YEAR. 


It is for Manslaughter—Jury Out 


Nearly 40 Hours. 


Agreement Beached To-Day After long 


Discussion—Smith Rape 


Case on Trial. 


The arguments in the case of George 


Tucker for the murder of Louis Wilson 
at the dance west of Decatur on the 
night of January 11th, took

and they considered the manslaughter 
feature of the shooting with better suc- 
cess. To-day at about noon they signed 
the verdict, finding Tucker guilty of 
manslaughter and fixing his punishment 
at one year in the penitentiary. At the 
opening of court this afternoon Judge 
Vail read the verdict in the presence of 
the defendant, and discharged the jury. 
Tucker took the verdict without a 
quiver, and was returned to the county 
jail. A motion may-be made for a new 
trial. The jurymen promised each other 
before separating that they would not 
talk to any one about how they stood on 
the various ballots.
